ARE NOT PERFECT. 


M IL W A U K E E IS D IS S A T IS F IE D 
W IT H T H E SY ST EM IN U SE . 


Cost Has Increased W ithout Adequate 
Results —Lights on 
Corners Not 
Enough, as the Middle of 
Blocks 
Are D ark —Sentinel Condemns the 
Present Plan Editorially. 


E d it o r G a z e t t e : 
The pro-1 lem of 
w hether or not 
Janesville is well 
and sufficiently lighted and w hether 
changes 
in 
the system should 
be 
made is a subject of g reet im port­ 
ance to the tax payers. The Record r 
has printed some facts in an effort 
to get the m atter 
before the people 
and ia this idea I am w ith them. 
T heir 
article 
"was 
confined 
to 
the 
answers 
of 
Wis­ 
consin mayors, and along th a t line 
Mayor Koch of Milwaukee, was asked 
th e Recorder says, in a circular letter 
w hich was sent to the various mayors, 
how long electric lights/had been used 
and w hether or not they were satis­ 
factory considering the cost and illu ­ 
m ination, his answ er was th a t they 
“ had used electric lights about eight 
years and th a t it was more satisfac­ 
tory than oil or gas.” 
Between the statem ent of Mayor 
Kcch and The Sentinel there seems 
to be a wide d florence but perhaps 
th a t is due to the fact th a t the mayor 
figured too much on the c o s t in his 
answ er, because it is the cest th a t im- 
pells Tho Sentinel to denounce the 
present system of lighting in Milwau­ 
kee in a tw o ccdumn article and a 
three-quarter column editorial while 
th e News publishes a statem ent th a t a 
saving in th e cost of lighting, large 
enough to build four or five addi­ 
tio n al school buildings 
m ight 
be 
made. 
The Sentinel’s editorial dis­ 
cusses “ the increase 
in the cost of 
lighting the city since the introduc­ 
tion of electricity on the streets in 
1888. 
The facts th a t are presented 
do not take into consideration the 
question w hether th e city is better 
lighted now th a n it was under the 
all-gas system. 
Doubtless it is, at 
least in the down tow n wards. 
But 
it is a striking f i s t th a t, 
w ith the 
la^ge addition of electric arc lights in 
Borne of the old wards, the boundaries 
of which have not 
been m aterially 
changed during th e past six years, 
th e re is no greater displacement ol: 
g as lights, and no greater economy 
from the Use of the arc lights.” 


A rcs A re E xpensive. 
Continuing the Sentinel makes this 
plain statem ent: “ That. the 
electric 
lights are expensive, considering the 
distribution of light they give, must 
be apparent from an exam ination of 
the m atter. 
There is no doubt about 
the excellence of the light afforded at 
street intersections where the 
arc 
lights are located,” and goes on and 
■ays th a t “ On a dark night it is a l­ 
most impossible to decipher the num ­ 
ber of a house in the middle of a 
block. 
There is a profusion of glar­ 
ing light a t the street intersections, 
w here the arc lights are suspended, 
about JI OO or 
150 feet aw ay dense 
darkness prevails.” 
Along toe line 
the editorial continues th a t “ it is esti­ 
m ated 
th a t for 
considerable less 
than is now entailed the a c ligu s 
might be abandoned altogether, and 
more than G.OOO gas lights established, 
which, if they were properly located, 
would light the city to the brilliancy 
of day. 
Estim ating the arc lights at 
1,200 candle-p jwer each it 
is plain 
th a t the l'g h t afforded a t each street 
intersection, where co one such light 
is used, is vastly greater th an would 
be given by two oi 
even four gas 
lights placed a t such points. 
But the 
trouble seems to be th a t the corner 
arc lights are not considered sufficient 
to illum inate the space between the 
street intersections on the blocks and 
gas lamps are in terp o sed between the 
arc lights. 
The result is th a t 
while 
th e street corners are brilliantly il­ 
lum inated the city is paying an 
enor 
mous and constantly 
increasing cost 
for street lighting.” 
Cost W ill K eep Growing:, 
The Sentinel further suggests : “ If 
th e city is to go on adopting electric 
lights without displacing 
the other 
forms of lighting even in the old dis­ 
tricts, where the field for light re 
ream ed unchanged, it is perfectly ap­ 
paren t th a t the cost for city lighting 
will surely grow much farth er beyond 
reason than it now seems to be. 
An instance is quoted in the article 
in question when “ the alderm en or­ 
dered up a string of arc lights od 
Grand avenue, from 
T hirteenth to 
Thirty-fifth street, and on Wells street 
for the sa ne distance. 
The gas lights 
on the streets between Grand avenue 
and Wells street were discontinued, 
and as a re. ult th e indignation of 
come cf the residents and property 
owners on those streets were aroused. 
The are lights at the corners, they de­ 
clared, were of no benefit to them, 
and they w anted lights in the middie 
of the blocks. 
The 
same complaint 
comes from other parts of the city. 
Electric lights a t the street corners it 
seems, are not satisfactory.” 
Figures are also quoted th a t “ show 
th a t the arc light is an expensive lux­ 
ury,” and the statem ent is made th a t 
“ in the first ward sixty-three arc 
lights have displaced ninety gas lamps, 
one arc light having been substituted 
for one and three-sevenths gas lam ps.” 
“ The cost of lighting the streets in 
th e F irst ward has been more than 
doubled, although the contract price 
of gas has been reduced since I SSS 
from 924.17 a year per lamp to $22, 
an d of electric light from $150 to $110. 
In the T hird w ard “ forty-seven arc 
lights have supplanted only fifty-6even 
gas amps, one 
only 1.21 gas lamps, 
ward “ the cost has 


but the streets are not better lighted 
in proportion. 
The same dispropor­ 
tionate changes are shown in all the 
other wards. 
The change frcm gas to 
electric lighting has in every ca*-e 
proved uneconomical, both in cost and 
in the distribution of light.” 


Gas H as H eld Its Ow 
“ The census fails to s’ ow to w hat 
extent electricity has supplanted gas 
in lighting the streets in other cities. 
The experience in 
Milwaukee ha;- 
shown th a t gas has managed to main­ 
tain itself notw ithstanding the com­ 
petition of 
electric lighting. 
Arc 
lights were first introduced in Mil­ 
waukee in 1888. 
At th a t time it was- 
claimed the gas lamps would in a few 
years disappear entirely, but the&e 
predictions have not been realized. 
Both gas and electiic lighting are 
being used at present a t an enormous­ 
ly increased cost, and no one will 
claim th a t the city is perfectly lig h t­ 
ed. 
It is doubtful w hether one arc 
light a t a distance of 803 feet is as 
(rood as one gas lamp at a distance of 
IGO feet.” 
So much for Milwaukee 
and it 
should be borne in mind th a t the Sen­ 
tinel's attack was simply th a t of the 
paper against a waste 
of 
public* 
money for which adequate results 
were not received. 
T h at the litfh< 
should be 60 vigorously condemned in 
both the Dews and editorial columns 
is a strong point against electric lights 
where they are not placed in the mid 
die of blocks or a t street corners 
Couple w ith this assertion from Mil 
W a u k e e the statem ents clipped from 
the R ecorder:

Tho members of the Paris munici­ 
pal council have little difficulty in 
meeting any deficit in their budget. 
They are threatened with one now, 
and consequently have resolved to 
put a fresh tax on funerals. Strictly 
speaking, of course, this will take 
tho form of enhanced fees to bo paid 
by the public, as thoro are no pri­ 
vate undertakers in the French capi­ 
tal. 
According to the tariff which 
has been in vogue during the pres­ 
ent regimo, tho price of a freehold 
grave, two square yards in size, is 
$70, but there is a progressive scale, 
so that a third yard costs $203 extra 
and the fourth the same amount 
again, while the fifth and sixth are 
charged $303 each, and every yard 
above a sixth costs no less than $403. 
The municipality propose to increase 
the price of tho first two yards to 
$100, and to remodel the scale of 
charges in other ways, so that it is 
estimated there will be an increased 
revenue of $127,600 per annum.—

The root is then 
spread out for a few days to slightly 
dry, and piled in stacks about three 
feet wide and four or five feet high, 
rounded off at the top in order to 
shed rain, and the piles are narrow 
enough to prevent heating. At the end 
of the rainy season the root is spread 
out to dry 
for about two months, 
being turned over from time to time, 
during which process all the adher­ 
ing earth dries and falls off, leaving 
it clean and ready for transport to 
the point of shipment.

JOHN SOULMAN TALK S OF THE 
N EW SCH EDULE. 


BRIEF CHIPS OF LOCAL NEWS 


Tariff on Sumatra Reduced, But the 
Internal Revenue Has 
Been In­ 
creased, Making 
the Expense to 
Manufacturers Greater 
Than Be­ 
fore—A Republican From This On. 


“ From this day on I ain a republi­ 
can,” said John Soulman, the w ell­ 
known cigar maker, this morning. “ I 
voted for Cleveland, but the democrats 
have not kept faith with me. 
I w ill 
join the Young Men’s Republican club 
next Tuesday night and I’ll bring 
several others with me. 
The demo­ 
crats last fall told us cigar manufac­ 
turers that they would put imported 
tobacco on the free list. 
Sumatra 
costs us $1.00 a pound and we had to 
pay $2.50 a pound duty. 
This made 
us pay $3.50 a pound for it. 
The 
democrats promised us that it should 
come free. 
That 
promise has 
not 
been fulfilled. They have reduced the 
duty but no change is made in the 
rates fixed by the Wilson bill on im­ 
ported tobacco. 
The internal revenue 
section of the bill covers the income 
tax with many verbal but few essen­ 
tial changes; makes a tax of 2 cents 
on every pack of playing cards, simi­ 
lar to the provisions in the Wilson 
bill: a tax on all tobacco, cigars and 
cigarettes weighing over three pounds 
per thousand of $5 
per thousand. 
Paper cigarettes weighing less than 
three pounds per thousand pay $1 per 
thousand, 
and 
those 
wrapped 
in 
tobacco 
50 
cents 
per 
thousand. 
“ You £see they make us worse off 
than ever. 
The Sumatra cocts less 
but the internal revenue stamps 20st 
more than ever. 
No more democracy 
for me.” 
The time for the bill to go into 
effect, save in a few speciflc instances, 
is extended from June I, 
1894, to 
June 30, 1894. 
There will be more 
changes before the bill gets through 
the senate, and more when it gets 
iato conference, but there is good 
reason to believe that the bill as it 
stands today w ill becomes a law w ith­ 
out many imp rtant changes.
